On February 20, 1956, T-1 also advised at that time 
the Pro-Southerners group at Frayser, Tennessee had a highly en- 
thusiastic membership* Informant noted that PILE had claimed that 
as much as §160 per week was being collected in donations at the 
meetings of the Frayser, Termessee group but that most of this 
money was being spent each week for the rental of chairs to accommo- 
date the crowd at the meeting* It is noted Frayser is a suburb of 
Memphis, Tennessee, located in an area which contains and is adjacent 
to various large industrial establishments* According to T-1, the 
membership of the Frayser unit is made up .primarily of factory 
employees* 

On February 2d, 1956, T-2, who has furnishe.d reliable 
information in the past, advised that the Pro-Southerners were -con- 
tinuing to meet at the union hall of the Paper Ttforker.s, located at 
Chelsea and Thomas Streets, Memphis, Tennessee* Iriformstnt noted 
that these meetings were attended to a great extent by employees of 
Kimberly Clark and the Firestone Tire and Rubber Company, both large 
employers in the north section of Memphis* 

Informant noted that the president of the P^aper Vvorkers 
union, WILL BRADSHAW, was not opposing the Fro-Souther,ners, but 
certainly was not interested in their activities in any vfay* In- 
formant stated that BRADSHAW fe].t that so many of his employees 
were interested in the Pro- Southerners, even though he was opposed 
to their activities, he v/as compelled to let them meet in the union 
hall. Informant further stated that the matter of racial segregation 
had become so important in the Rubber V/orkers Union at the Fire- 
stone Plant, there would undoubtedly be a change in the officers* 
The President of the union had lost control thereof because he had 
too;fmuch:j,support, fi!.om .the-N,egro ^employees and was thereby alienated 
bythe'^Hit'e people* * ^' ' .• • 

Informant also noted that the Pro-Southerners had 
attempted to meet in the Rubber V/orkers hall on Firestone Boulevard, 
but the union would not consent to it* 

"The* Goimnercial Appeal", daily newspaper published in 
Memphis on March k, 1956 ^ contained an article by PAUL MALLOY 
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entitled, "Pyle Quits Pro-Southerners 5 Raps * Communistic Tactics »«• 
MOLLOY quoted PILE as "branding his subordinates as irresponsible" 
and stating that after three years of hard work on his part in 
building the organization, "a radical element in the group has 
destroyed everything I have done and the organization is falling 
apart •" The article continued by stating PYl^E has v/idened a split 
among Pro-Southerners which has been in evidence since early 
February, The article stated that "Dissidents have been withdrawing 
from the group, swinging over to the Citizens* Councils." It is 
noted that the citizens* councils are The Association of Citizens* 
Councils of Tennessee, which is headquartered in Memphis o 

The article indicated that the nature of PYLB*S organi- 
zation would doubtlessly be a subject for discussion at the Pro- 
Southerners cotmty-wide rally which was set for 2 p.mo that after- 
noon at the Memphis Municipal Auditori\M« The ^:t;ticle stated the . 
rally-was originally scheduled to feature BUGBKBrGQOK, * !pro- '^. ^_z^ 
/Segregati onist. _a ttojaQ.av-gener al^o£ Ge Q r!gia.i but «ie bov/ed out last - 
TlweeET" The article stated efforts nad been mali^to obtain as the 
principal -speaker former Rfiprftafint.at.lve ^JOHN Oo^MTKIN of Tupelo « 
_ Mississipt^ i, butjjaa-tri'iro" MNKlW^^ to o.,''h%d-asked-td-be excused. 

"^ The article stated that PYlE had sent his resignation 
to M. bJ^HERHILL, nationa l vice chairman of the Pro-Southerners, 
at Ft. Pierce, Floi^^i:;:Srrri3Uot^~P-YliB~as-sta-ti-ng-th 
certain Mr. sHBREELL would be disgusted with the way the Pro- 
Southerners are acting here and he*s likely to thro,w in the sponge, 
- too." PYLE was quoted as criticizing the Pro-Southerners* march 
on Nashville some weeks ago when they presented certain demands to 
Governor FRANK CLEMENT, 

PYlE was quoted as deploring the recent reaction to 
Mayor EDMUND OBGILL*S suggestion that a Negro be appointed to the 
John Gaston Hospital board. It quoted PYLE as stating, '^iTe got a 
.bad name out of that. I don*t like what they did to the Mayor with 
"those telephone calls. The mob approach is definitely not good. 
. "V/e have the. right to petition, and that*s good, but to bring force 
' along with it is an altogether different method. Those are 
Communist tactics and they reflect the action of a rather irres- 
ponsible class, If/hen you see it all falling apart, it hurts." 

PYLE- stated further, according to the article, that 
attempts had been made to co-ordinate Pix>-Southemer -uihits in 
several states but local members of the executive board refused 
to cooperate and tried to "rule with an iron hand." ' PYLE claimed 
there were 13 Pro-Southerner groups in Shelby County, two in 
Nashville, one each in Dixon County, Dyersburg, Munford, Mason,

On^Iarch 5, 1956, T-2, supra, advised at the last 
meeting of the Pro-Southerners at the Municipal Auditoidum in Memphis * 
on March ^, 1956, the newspapers did not give a very accurate account 
of the meeting* Informant noted that the various speakers who were 
proposed for the meeting who ultimat-eiy did not come, such as the

In- 
formant quotedf___~|as blaming all of the dissension in the Pro- 
Southerners, particularly among Firestone employees, on PILE. 

On March 23, 1956, T-1, supra, advised that the Mrs. 
JAMBS STUBBLBFIEiH, who is identified above as one of the incorporators 
of the Pro-Southerners is actually PYLB«S daughter. Informant pointed 
out that this individual has been serving as the financial secretary 
of the Pro-Southerners and was probably partly responsible for pro- 
voking PYLE»S resignation therefrom. Informant noted that Mrs. 
STUBBSbFIEID had become concerned over the looseness with which PYLE 
was handling the funds of the Pro-Southerners and fearing some personal 
liability, started refusing to sign check&for PYLS. 

Informant noted, however, that*-me resignation of PYLS 
from the leadership of the Pro-Southerners was hot clearing up the 
dissension therein, and there wa^S/ tinder way at that time a move by 
some of the members to get JAME^?iBRSOL andJ3HAiEa^S>^ELl> to resign.

On March 2^, 1956, Ti-2, supra, advised that the activites- 
of the Pro-Southerners in North Memphis had declined considerably 
and the resignation of PYLB had definitely hurt the organization. 
Informant stated that many of the employees in the area were still 
strongly opposed to any integration of the races but were confused 
as to vdiere to turn for leadership now that PYLE had q\dLt. Infomant 
noted that many of the employees, particularly at the Kimberly Clark 
•plant, did not feel that the leaders of the Pro -Southerners group at 
Frayser, Tennessee, had sufficient ability to lead the organization. 

Informant pointed out actually the Pro-Southerners had be- 
come a subject of jok^at the Kimberly Clark plant. Informant stated 
that this has resulted in many of the employees, even though ex- 
tremely interested in segregation, becoming opposed to joining' any . 
similar organization. 
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On March 29,/-'1^56, Memphis Gonfidenjbial Informant T-3, 
who has furnished re'ii'able information in the past-,flr advised that 
he vjras generally familiar with the activities of pro-segregation 
groups in Monphis and Shelby County, Tennessee. He stated that in 
January, 1956, he attended a meeting of the Pro-Southerners held in 
a store building at Frayser, Tennessee, at which time PYLE was not 
present, and much of the meeting was devoted to criticism by JAMES* 
PIBRSOL of PYLE. Informant noted that he had learned from an indi- 
vidual who was formerly in the Pro-Southerners that much of the 
criticism of PYLE was due to the fact he wanted the meetings conducted 
in a secretive way, patterned after the activities of the old Ku Klux 
Klan. He noted that the Pro-Southerners have considerable difficulty 
in getting publicity in the local papers. 

Informant pointed out that the Tennessee Federation for 
Constitutional Government, a highly conservative pro-segregation 
group, was very active in Memphis and seemed to have entree to the 
local papers, but that this group would not assist the Pro-Southerners. 

Informant stated there has been considerable leakage 
from the Pro-Southerners .and that various groups of that organization 
want to go into the Association of Citizens* Councils of Tennessee 
on a group basis. He noted that the dues of the Pro-Southerners 
have only been |3 per year, vAxereas the dues of the Association of 
Citizens* Councils have been $5 per year, and therefore the leader- 
ship of the latter group has been unwilling to take them in without 
the payment of the additional dues. 

C. ACTIVITIES OF THE PRO-SOUTHS BNEHS IK NASHVILLE, TENNESSEE 

"The Nashville Tennsssean", a daily newspaper published 
in Nashville, Tennessee, in the January 26, 1956, issue contained 
the following article entitled, «PRO-SOUTHEENBES CLAIM 50 HERB, 
Ex-KKK Titan Says Calls, Letters Received Since Monday Session'*: 

"Bramett A»$Scarr, 4612 Lealand_Lane,,' said last night he 
had obtained 'a6ouB~5'0'mBm»er%'^iranrnei^ for the Pro- 
Southerners organization which is fighting~*fo'Tc"':S^15?§ga^on. 

"This organization was represented by an estimated 
300 segr^qgationists from Memphis who marched on the Tennessee state 
capitol Monday demanding a special session of the state legislature 
on the segregation, issue. 

"Several years ago Carr served as great titan of the 
Ku Klux Klan in the Nashville area. He said at the time he served 
in that capacity the KKK had 1200 members in the Nashville area. 
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"Carr was named organizer for -fche Pro-Southerners group 
in Davidson County Monday. But he said last night his territory had 
been extended throughout Middle Tennessee, 

"His appointment was announced Monday by Harry William 
Pyle of Memphis, who said he is national chaiman of the Pit)- 
Southerners group© 

"Garr said he had been getting calls and letters from 
people wanting to join the organization ever since i'fonday* 

"Stating the organization is ?a non-violent organization', 
Carr said, »¥e are interested in ;ivst one thing, that is to keep 
segregation in the public schools and in other places like the public 
parks and swimming pools? ' 

'»»I am hoping in the next six months to have a membeav 
ship of .3000 or more persons in Middle Tennessee,' he said?" 

♦fThe Nashville Banner," a daily newspaper published in 
Nashville, Tenhessee, in the January 26, 1956 j issue contained an 
article similar to the above and also identified EMMETT CARR as 
having served several years ago as grand titan of the Ku Klux Klan 
in the Nashville area©

Informant also advised on February 2, 1956, he contacted 
CARR on that date concerning membership in the Pro-Southerners o It 
is noted that infoimant was formerly connected with the Ku Klux Klan 
and was acquainted with CARR as a leader thereof. 

Infoiraant stated CARR advised that the Pro«Southemers 
would not be like the Associated Klans of Georgia and that it was 
being organized in an effort to control the voting and to try tp^ 
get people to vote for candidates who were opposed to desegregation, 
CARR explained to .infoitnant he was then the organizer for the group 
in JJaddle Tennessee and the membership was $3 pe^f year. CARR 
assusd informant that the organization was not like the Ku Klux Klan, 
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On February 17, 1956, Memphis Confidential Informant 
T«5, vfho Ij^s/ furnished repLiable infomation in the past, advised 
that ^MffiSSSj^JARR-and the g^ro^Southerne rs^ were organizing white 
high school' 'students in the undeiprivileged .sections in Nashville, 
Tennessee. Informant stated that this organization was being done 
in order to get the students to go to Father Ryan High School, an 
integrated Catholic boys^ school in Nashville, some Sattirday night 
during a basketball game and start a riot* Infozmant stated the 
organization had picked Father ifyan High School because of the fact 
this is a Catholic high school and because of the fact Negroes have 
been admitted to it as student So 

It is noted that informant received the above information 
from another individual who had been in personal contact with EMMBTT 
CARRo Infoamant stated this individual was a member of the Catholic 
Church and told infoxmant when it was announced that Negroes would be 
a<3mitted to the Catholic schools in Nashville, he protested, stating 
he would Xi^-^^T accept the Negroes personally and the Church was wrong • 
in this action. ^ fv^- 

On March 7j 1956, T-4, supra, advised he had seen 
M4BTT CARR on the evening of March 6,* 1956, and at that time became 
a member of the Pro-Southerners in Nashvillso Informant quoted ''CARR 
as stating he was the organizer of the Pxx>«Southerners for Middle 
Tennessee, although when he sigjied informant's membership card, he 
signed it as *^secretaryVo CARR stated, according to informant, the 
dues were §3- per year, ^1 of which remained with the local group, 
and §2 being sent to the Pro«Southemers headquarters in Memphis o 

Informant also quoted CARR as stating the only thing 
a member gets is his membership card and the organization was not 
issuing a publication in Nashville to its members. Informant said 
CARR claimed he had been appointed by HARRT PY3JE as a Middle 
Tennessee organizer and he would, have to contact someone in Memphis 
to find out who was going to take PYLE^S place o 

T«4 also stated on the same occasion, CARR advised him 
that the Pro-Southenxers had .4OO members in that area but did not 
state vhether they were in Nashville proper or in other parts or* 
Middle Tennessee. Informant stated CARR displayed approximately 20 
application blanks to in fozmant and related that one of them was 

for a man by the name of I L whom he stated informant would 

remember from the Ku Klux Klan>^ 

CARR advised informant that the meetings of the Pro- 
Southexhers in Middle Tennessee would be held in open fields where 
the crowd could be addressed over a public address system* He

T-1 stated at this meeting, JAMES PIKESOL led a fight to 
remove PYLE as the National Chairman of the organization, .Informant 
pointed out that a petition for PYLE»S removal yjctulA be presented at 
the next meeting of the executive board. 

Informant stated, however, that dissension was so rampant 
in the organization, it was most difficult to tell who is supporting 
whom in the organization as some of the executive board members a^-e 
bitterly opposed to PYLE on one subject and sympathetic with him on 
others o Informant stated much of the resentment against PYLE has 
been created by the erroneous impression of the members that PYLE 
is getting "thousands of dollars" in connection with the operation 
of the Pro-Southerners o Informant stated that while PYLE no doubt 
derived some revehue from the organization, he is putting in a vast 
amount of time but has not obtained proper aiithorization from the 
executive board for the expenditvire of all of the funds used by 
him, both for his living expenses and for 'the expenses of the 
organization. 

As noted above, Mrs. JAMES STUBBLEFIELD , who has here- 
tofore been the national secretary of the Pro-Southerners, resigned, 
according to T-l, on February 27, 1956. According to informant, 
this -resignation resulted from the slipshod manner in which the 
Pro-Southern ers» money was being handled. Informant stated PYLE 
wanted to call an executive board meeting as soon as possible in an 
effoart to get the dissension between the national board and the 
Shelby County branch of the Pro-Southerners worked out. Informant 
stated that regardless of any efforts on the part of PYluE or his 
successors, so much dissension and bickering exist in the organi- 
zation, it will undoubtedly disintegrate in the near future.. 

T-1 also advised on February 2?, 1956, at that time 
it appeared likely that M. B. SHBRHILL, who has been identified 
as the Secretary^^Wanager of the Pro-Southerners at Fort Pierce, 
Florida, was moving to Meaphis and would* probably live with HARRY 
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PILE at 3601 South Lloyd Circle* Informant stated his basis for this 
fact was that PILE had commented about receiving a letter at hxs home 
Sdressld to SffiJRELLL, which % opened and in which there was the 
statement of SHERRILL^S correspondent that he was sjad to hear the 
latter was moving to Memphis but was sorry to hear SHEHRILL had 
lost his home in Fort Pierce, Infomant ultimately advised, how- 
ever, that this information was obviously in error and merely indi- 
cates the inconsistent and erratic natvire of the- actions of PXi^b, 
SHERRILL, and others connected vdth the organizationo 

As pointed out above, in connection with PYIJ'S 
resignation as National Chairman of the Pro-Southerners, "The 
Presf-Scimitar" on March 3,. 1956, contained a^^f^^^-f^V^^^^^^^g^^^VT 
cated that PILE had sent his letter of resignation to M. Bo bhEKRiLJ., 
National Vice-Chairraan, Fort Pierce, Faorida- 

Regarding the various references to M. B. SHEREIIA. in 
connection with the activities of the Pro-Southerners, T-1 advised 
on February 27, 1956, that his connection with the organization in 
Tennessee is very nebulous and that he actually receives no money 
from the organization and has no control of it » Informant s?;atea 
so far as he can determine from contacts with ¥l\Si>i the latter is 
personally close to SHERRILL, and SHERRILL has been designated as 
the National Vice Chairman or Seoretary-iyianager more as a courtesy 
by PILE than for any other purpose, 

"The Nashville Tennessean" in the March 6, 1956, issue 
carried an editorial regarding PYLE^S resignation and noted that 
even though PILE blamed Ms resigiation on "radical elements'' m 
the organization, he had been personally a part of those actions 
and did not ariticize them at the time they took. place. The news- 
paper speculated PILE'S resigiation was brought about by the fact 
that the organization had failed to attract as^ many new members 
at "$3 a head" as PILE had e2q>ectedo 

"The Commercial Appeal" issue of March 9, 1956, quoted 
JAI-SES C. PIBRSOL, the Shelby County Chairman, for the Pro-Southerners 
as having announced the previous day that he had ^|«"-^ppointed 
temporar? National Chairman of the^ organization. It farther quoted 
PIERSOL as stating the national -^ecutiy>e-boaEd had called for an 
election on May 19, 1956, among est3^at.edjHiOOO>embers oj^¥^,^^ 
Pro-Southemer4 to name a permanentt^ati6naK Chaiirman.. This news- 
paper article also identified fiMlf^wg^^^

' as being a newly created' position. 
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«The Press-Scimitar" on March ^, 1956, quoted SHBRRILL, 
the National Vice Chaiiraan of the Pro-Southerners in Fort Pierce, 
Florida, as having denied rumors he was going to quit the 
organizations

On March 23, 1956, T-1, supra, advised there continued 
to be considerable dissension among the leaders of- the Pro- 
Southerners in Memphis and that PYLB v/as attempting to get some of 
them to leave the Pro-Southerners and come to a new organization 
which he was foimingB Informant stated he did not know definitely 
the identity of this organization but speculated it was to be called 
The Knights of the Ku Klos Klan* . Informant's basis for this v/as 
the fact that for some time PYIE has discussed the Ku Klos Klan 
as being the legitimate successor of the original Ku Klux Klan as 
the latter existed during reconstruction days in the South. In- 
formant stated at that time, however, apparently PILE had had 
little success in his efforts o 

Bo SHELBY COUNTY, TENNESSEE, OFFICERS 

As pointed oUt above, "The Commercial Appeal <♦ issue 
of March 9, 1956, indicated that JAMES C, PIERS01^forme£t.^lxelby 
Gomty Chairman of the Prx>-Southemers , had been appointed terapora-ry, 
National .Chairman of the organizati-on and that OHiCfiLES mLLIAM """ ^' 
of Raleigh, Tennessee, was Chairman' of th,e. Pro-So\ ' 
Tennessee, a newly created position*. 

T-1, supra, on March 23, 1956, advised that actually 
these individuals are primarily concerned with the functions of the 
Pro-Southerners in Memphis and Shelby County o 

"The.Press-Scimitar»» on March 24, 1956, identified 
0, H, CARTER as Chairman of the Pro-Southerners at Frayser, 
Tennessee* 

C. OFFICERS AT NASHVILLE, TENNESSEE 

As pointed out above, T-4, supra, advised on March 7, 
1956, that EMMBTT A* OARR was the organizer of the Pro-Southerners 
in Middle Tennessee and- to all appearances was the undisputed 
leader thereof* Informant stated that OARR claimed to have been 
appointed to this position by HARRY T/ILLIAM PYLE. 

On March 15, 1956, T-4 again advised that on March I4, 
1956, CARR had informed him there would be a small meeting of the 
Pro-Southerners at CARRES house on the night of March 18, 1956, 
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to ; elect an operating committee • Informant stated that CARR never 
committed himse.lf as to exactly what the functions of this committee 
would be, but apparently it would consist of an advisory body to 
the Pro-Southerners in Nashvilleo Informant also stated CARR told 
him that he would take informant on a trip to Alabama or Georgia 
^bo get him a robe in the klan again •<* 

IIIo AII4S AND OBJEOTIVES OF THE PRO-SOUTHERNEHS 

On Januaxy 23, 1956, Confidential Informant T-6, a 
prominent Tennessee state official who has furnished reliable in- 
formation in the past, advised that earlier on that date, repre- 
sentatives of the Pro«Southernexs had met with Governor FRANK 
CLEMENT in Nashville, Tennessee, to present their demands regarding 
segregationo Informant stated the conference had been conducted'' 
on a rather quiet vein with the exception of the unreasonable 
demands by the committee o Informant stated the Governor had fore- 
seen the possibility that there may have been some "rowdy people^ 
on the committee and had invited ministers of the Protestant ,- 
Catholic, and Jewish faiths to sit in on the conference o 

Informant stated that ¥AYNB T. DE iteES, Memphis 
attorney, had acted as the spokesman* According to informant, 
DB WES stated that the general substance of the demands of the 
Pro -Southerners was that Governor GLEf4BNT take a position that 
there would be no desegregation of schools, parks, or other 
facilities in Tennessee* Infoxmant stated that members of the Pro- 
Southerners during the conference asked the Governor such xm- 
reasdnable questions as to Aether or not he approved of members 
of the various races going to bed together and if he wotild desire 
to see his children marry members of another race* 

Informant stated there was no incident during the 
conference which came close to any type of violence. Informant 
said toward the close of the conference, one of the members of 
the Pro-Southerners, whose name he did not recall, kept insisting 
that the Governor go into the corridor of the State Capitol and 
address the crovd assembled there. Informant stated the Governor 
personally felt this might have given rise to some incident and 
declined to do so, but suggested that the group fox^m a line to 
pass through his office so he could shake hands with them and re- 
,ceive any complaint which they might have* This procedure was 
followed, and the affair went off without any incident, with the 
exception c{ some of the membere of the organization criticized 
the Governor^ s personal and political' integrity o. * 
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Regarding the aims of the Pro«Southemers in Nashville, 
1-4, supra, advised on February 2, 1956, that so far as he cotild 
determine from discussions with EMMETT GARR, the aim of 'the organi- 
zation was limited to influencing candidates for various state 
offices to take a stand in opposition to integration* 

T-2, supra, on February 21, 1956, ad^sed that when 
the Pro-Southerners originally became active in the industrial 
district in North Memphis, he was concerned about the potential for 
violence in the group o Informant stated after attending various 
meetings, however, he was convinced that the Pixj-Sbutherners did 
not advocate violence in any fashion and are actually very tolerant 
of the Negro people, provided the latter are content to remain in 
the same status in Southern society they have had in the paste 

«^The Commercial Appeal" issue of February ZB. 1956, 
in discussing the electioA of officers to the 010 Council in Memphis, 
quoted GEORGE W. CLARK, outgoing president of the United Rubber 
Workers of America, as stating that the primary purpose of the 
pro-segregation groups in the South was the destruction of labor 
unionso This article further quoted CLAKC as having stated that 
the pro-segregation groups were not following legal methods to 
fight the Supreme Court decisions and that in their meetings, 
they only preached hatred and criticized unions* 

IV5 ACTION TAKEN TO IMPLEMENT PROGRAM 

Ac MEMPHIS GOLF COURSE INCIDENT 

On January 27, 1956, Memphis Confidential Informant 
T-7, who has furnished reliable information in the past, advised 
that the 'City of Memphis had some months, previously extended an 
invitation to a Negro golf association to have its tournament 
played in Memphis in the summer of 1956. Informant stated this 
resulted in considerable agitation by the various pro-segregation 
groups to combat the use of a white golf course by a Negro group. 
Actually it is noted this was not a matter of integration as the 
tournament was to be played on a segregated basis^ but as there 
was no suitable Negro course in Memphis, it had to be played, if 
at all* on a white course set aside exclusively for the Negro 
participants o 

On February 11, 1956, T-7 advised the Pro-Southerners, 
the Association of Citizens' Councils of Tennessee,* and repre- 
sentatives of the Tennessee Federation for Corstitutional Govern- 
ment had just ^ had a meeting regarding the golf course question. 
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Informant stated that EDMUND OEGILL, Mayor of Memphis, had requested 
a representative of the Tennessee Federation for Constitutional 
Government to help the city t^ get the pro-segregation groups to- 
agree to some plan under which the city could honor its previous 
commitments to the Negro Golf Association. T-7 stated at the above 
meeting, the Pro-Southemers were represented by CHARLES W. BELL 
and JAMES PIEBSOLo He stated the various groups agreed to make a 
statement to the Memphis City Commission which will consent to the 
Negro golf tournament being played on a white course provided only 
the Galloway course was usedo Informant stated this decision was 
made by the groups because the course in question is located in a 
wealthy part of the city in which informant stated '^ORGIL^tS friends 
liveo^' 

Mnforraant furnished on February 11, 1956, a feopy of a 
resolution originally adopted by tne Pro-Southerners, which informant 
noted would later be modified as a result of the contact by the 
Pro-Southemers and the other segregation groups • This resolution 
is as follows: 

^»Feb* 3/1956 

^^District #1 Pro-Southerners do hereby adbpt a reso- 
lution protesting the use of our Golf Courses to anyone for touma- 
-mdnt playo V/e have laws upholding our demands and demand that they 
be upheld*. We site our protest in letting our golf courses be used 
by negroes, on* the case broiight against the City of Nashville, where 
a group of tournament ^players approached the City Government there 
with the same old story, and later in a Court Suit, sued the City 
for peimanent use based on the fact that they .played on them before 
without incident or protest so why not make them available at all 
times o They won the case, so tHis is just another test case of the 
old white mare tale» 

^'We further demand that the city construct an IB hole 
golf course for the exclusive. lis e of negroes and that our Mayor, 
Edmund Orgill, appoint a committee to work with a representative of 
the tournament group of negroes to rent a private course such as 
the Eidgeway, University or others* 

'We further demand that our Governor uphold- our -State 
Laws pertaining to state parks and that he enfoi:eje-jout State Laws 
and Constitution o \. ^ .^-TTT , O

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"The Press-Scimitar" on February 15, 1956, in an 
article captioned, "Negro Tourney to Use ^fliite Links, Commissioners 
Vote", reported the results of the meeting of th-e City Commission 
lasting four and one-half hours, dtiilng v/hich variLous pro-segregation 
members and officers presented their demands to the Commission. 
The paper related it was the position of the City Government that 
this, matter would not affect the status of segi-egation in the area 
as the tournament was to be an' exclusive Negro affair. The article 
reflected that the Pro~Southerners were represented by JII#iy PIBHSOLo 

The aroicle descilbes the meeting as having been a 
^'stoimy session^^ and to have been conducted in a ^^towi meeting style" 
at which the Mayor let each side speak as much as was desiredo The 
article quoted PIERSOL as being completely opposed to the tournament 
on any basis where a white city owned course would be usedo PISRSOL 
proposed instead that the city rent a private course, and the Mayor 
advised him that the city had attempted to rent one but had beeri 
unsuccessfulo 

The newspaper quoted PIBIiSOL as having been questioned 
by other individuals regarding the use of the City Auditorium for 
the Negro Baptist convention, and he was quoted as stating he thought 
this convention was very bad for the city© 

Bo MAYOR ORGILL AND THE JOHN GASTON HOSPITAL 

"The Press-Scimitar** issue of Febsniary 2S, 1956, in 
an article captioned, ^'Palse Fire and Police Galls Besiege Mayor 
in Ni^t^*, reported that as a result of Mayor ISDMUND OjRGIi.L^S 
having proposed that a Negro be appointed to the John Gaston 
Hospital Board of Directors in Memphis, he was vexed by a barrage 
of protests directed to his home* The article indicated that 
false reports of a fire and later a repo3rt of a **fight between 
tvio Negroes" sent fire engines and a police car to the ORGIii 
home after midnight o 

Telegrams from the Pro-Southerners had been left 
at the door, which firemen handed to ORGILL. The article stated 
the ORGlUbS were being kept awake by a flood of anonymous phone 
calls from 11:30 poml to 2:30 aom» 

It is noted that Johjn Gaston Hospital is the 
municipally op^erated charity hospital in Memphis and serves both 
Negro and white patientg*.ih segregated wards • The article stated 
that telegrams were left on ORGILL^ S porch^^jfone signed by Dr# 
To Ro MONTGOMERT, one by Mr/ "and Mrs* A^J.*JS«n,I.NGER^ and one 
by Jo Co PIERSOL and Co WM pgUi These teldgrahis were highly 
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critical of the Mayor ^s proposal to place a Negro on the hospital 
boardo 

Co PEO^SOUTHERNEES^ MEETING AT MEMPHIS MUNICIPAL AUDITORIUM, 
MARCH 4, 1956 

"The Press-Scimitar" issue of February 23, 1956, re- 
ported the plans of the Pro -Southerners to have a county-wide rally 
on March 4, 1956, at the Mxonicipal Auditozlunio The article quoted 
Jo Co PIEESOL as stating that the speaker would be Attorney General 
EUGENE COOK of Georgia, JOHN RANKIN, former congressman from 
Mississippi, and Tennessee State Senator CHARLES STAINBACK of 
Somerville, Tennessee* 

^^The Commercial Appeal** on February 29, 1956, reported 
that Attorney General COOK had subsequently annotmced he would be 
unable to come to the meeting^ jJfThe Commercial Appeal" on March ^.^ .

On February 27, 1956, T-1, supra, advised that HAREy 
^/ILLIAM PILE had nothing to do with the plans of the March 4, 1956, 
Pro-Southerners rally, arid they were apparently all made by JIMMY 
PIERSOL^ Informant stated actually it was his opinion that some 
other individual had assisted PIERSOL with the arrangements for the 
meeting because infoxmant, who is personally acquainted v/ith PIERSOL, 
did not believe the latter and his associates have the ability or 
sufficient contacts to get speakers of the caliber of RANKIN and 
COOK for the meetingo 

"The Press-Scimitar" on March 5 > 1956', reported the 
March 4, 1956j meeting of the Pro-Southerners at the auditorium* 
It is noted the article stated that the Pro-Southerners have "joined 
the. caravan of genuine Southerners fighting for the sovereignty of 
states^ rights thru interpositiono The paper noted there was 
little evidence at the meeting of the "dissension" referred to by 
HARRr I'/ILLIAM PILE in his resignation. The principal speaker, ., 
according to the article, was JAIvIES D. JOHNSON, who is identified 
therein as the Director of the Arkansas IWiite Citizens^ Council* 
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The arfcicle noted JOHNSON denounced the Supreme Sourt^s decision 
on integration in schools o Another speaker at the meeting was 
Mlg^THRI DGB of . Arkansas ^ who is idditified as the Executive 
"b ecretaxy^f ^flixte America^ Inao r — 77^... — — -

' - The article quoted PIBiJSOi. as stating the Pro-Southerners 

"would strive to elect a Legislature favoxlng interposition this 
yearo" The article quoted the above mentioned HENRT T'/. FANCHER, a 
minister, as having, criticized ^fellow ministers who canH tender- 
stand segregation as advocated in the Bible»^* 

Do NASHVILLE, TENNESSEE, MOTORCADE 

On Itorch-lO, 1956, Agents of the FBI observed a motor- 
cade sponsored by the Pro«Southerhers in Nashville, Tennessee o This 
motorcade began forming at approidmately -12 noon when EtJMBTT Ao -CARR 
arrived in a white panel tinick, on which was displayed a large 
American flag and a Confederate flago Approximately twenty cars 
participated in the motorcade o Many of the cars were decorated vriLth 
Confederate flags and with posters reading, ^^The. Southern Wiite Man 
is the Negroes Best Friend~-But No Integration*^ o The motorcade 
proceeded to several small towns adjacent to Nashville and returned 
to Nashville later in the afternoon when it was disbanded* 

Bo PRO-SOUTHEMEES ACTIVITY IN CONNECTION V7ITH UNION MATTERS 

^The Commercial Aopeal^* issxie. of March- lif , 1956, in 
an article captioned, "Local UAW7 Detroit Clash on Race Issue^», 
discussed a meeting of Local 9^6, United Automobile 'Workers of 
America, which was attended by HERSCHBL DAVIS, of Detroit, a 
representative of the national office of the union* The article 
indicated that this meeting constituted ^'a serious clash between 
Memphis unionists and their parent body on the racial issue" and 
erupted ai a storiny labor meeting which all but booed a Detroit 
mediator off the'^stageo The article fuxrther stated that local mem-* 
bers of the union were told to cease making an issue of segregation' 
or else face the threat of losing membership in the international 
uniono It stated the members responded with a threat of -cheir ovm— 
to pull out of the intexoiational body and form an independent group. 

Pc? noted that at some points, DAVIS could searc^ely J)e 
heard above the din of shouts such as. "Go on "back North ?*•• The 
article quoted JAMES MARSHALL, a* union- steward and former vice 
president of the union and a member of the Pro-Soutfherne rs , as 
having challenged DAVIS to esqplain cash grants made by the inter- 
national union to the National Asso cation for the Advancement of 
Colored People o 
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^The Presses cimitar^^' issue. of March 24, 1956, referred to 
a meeting of a teachers^ union in Memphis which was picketed by pro- 
segregationists o The article stated Local 1262, Memphis and Shelby- 
County Chapter of the American Federation of Teachers, AF of L, 
met last night at the UAW hall, IO36 Firestone • ,The article noted 
word had been disseminated before the meeting thgre might be some 
pickets, and on arxlving at the meeting, the school teachears found 
a sound truck and about thirty men on a corner near' the hall^ The 
members of this crowd stopped the teachers, entered into arguments 
with them, and offered them pamphlets* 

The article stated two men were walking about as pickets 
IS reading, ^Legitimate labor se-z teachers^ union for 
and ^*Legitimate labor sea teachers^ union friend 
NAACPt*^ The article stated that many of the pickets were members 
of the Pro-Southerners and identified as being present G* H* 
CARTER, Chairman of the Prayser Pro^Southemerso 

Fo PRO-SOUTHEMERS LITERATURE 

^The Memphis ¥orld^, a newspaper published in T4emphis 
for the Negro people, in the issue of March 2, 1956^ contained an 
article captioned ^Pro-Southerners Distribute Vile inti Negro 
Leaflet", and is as follbi-^s:' 

"An apparently disgusted white man turned over to the 
Memphis World this week a vicious, vile anti -Negro leaflet being 
distributed by Pro-Southerners o 

"The leaflet vrhich depicts a white woman in the arms of 
grotesque, ape like Negro is entitled the ^Kiss of Death^ and urges 
^Segregate the Negro of Lose the White Blood Forevero* f 

^'Printed by the offset process, the leaflet carries 
pictures of singer Roy Hamilton surxx^unded by white teenagers and 
another of V/illie Mays with Leo Durocher and wife* Lori^aine Day 
(both apparently Uifted^ ^f^rom other publications; and cites this as 
proof ^of the use of Negro«dial talent-^ in entertainment and sports

"Dealing with danger of mteed marriages the leaflet • 
claims 'Negro Blood Destrt)yed the Civilization of Egypt, India, 
Phoenicia, Carthage and Greeceo It Will Dest3:>oy America* and 
urges readers to '^keep the white blood pure#' 

"The Pro -Southerners headquarters are 3 601 3^ Lloyd 
Circleo" 
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On MarGh 19, 1956, Memphis Confidential Informant T-S, 
an individual whose contacts vdth this office have been so limited 
that it is not possible to evalmte his reliability but who has 
furnished some information which has been proven to be reliable, 
by independent investigation, advised that the Pro-Southerae rs»* 
were attempting to publish a small mimeographed newspaper approxi- 
mately every two weeks which would set out the views of the Pro- 
Southeraers and which would attempt to pinpoint any area of 
Communist activities in the field of integration. 

On March 27, 1956, T«7, supra, made available a copy 
of the first issue of the three page mimeographed publication 
captioned, "The Pro«Southerners^'o This publication is devoted to 
setting out the views of the Pro-Southerners and urges the readers 
■ to become affiliated vdth the organization. It strongly con- 
gratulates the vaiaous Tennessee Congressmen who signed the 
Southern Manifesto iin support of segregation. It discusses various 
incidents occurring throughout the country in the field of inte- 
gration and also discusses various crimes which have allegedly 
been committed by Negroes, It lists the places in Memphis and the 
surrovmding suburbs at which meetings of the Pro-Southerners are 
held. It also contains an application for membership in the organi- 
zation and gives the headquarters of the Shelby County Pro- 
Southerners as being 33^1 Raleigh-Millington Road, 

,Vo GOMflECTIOMS ^TH OTHER PRO>»SEGREGATION GHOUPS 

As noted in "The Press-Scimitar" article of March 5, 
1956, regarding the last meeting of the Pro-Southerners in Memphis 
the previous day. this meeting was addressed by JAMBS D. JOHNSON, 
Director of the Arkansas I'lhite Citizens* Council, and by AMIS 
GUTHfilDGE, Executive Secretary of IVhite America, Inc, of Arkansas. 

Also as noted above, T-4 advised on March 15, 1956, 
that EMMETT A, CARR, Nashville, definitely indicated he was in 
contact with someone in the Ku Klux Klan. Informant quoted CARR 
as stating "You stay with me and if they want us to be pigeons , 
we will be pigeons, and if they want us to be buzzards, we will be 
buzzards,'? Informant stated this was CARRES way of saying that he 
would be in the Pro-Southerners, an open organization, or in the 
Ku Klux Klan, a secret organization, whichever was best. 

It is also noted above that T-3, supra, advised on 
March 29, 1956, that although the Pro-Southerners have made attonpts 
to form a common front with the Association of Citizens' Councils 
of Tennessee and with the Tennessee Federation for Constitutional 
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Government, they have been imsuccessful as both of the latter 
organizations were skeptic of the leaders in the Pro-Southemex^ 
and for that reason were reluctant to participate in any joint 
affairs with thenio Informant noted that there, has actually been 
considerable leakage of members from the Pro«Southemers to the 
citizens^ councils in recent months.

The "March on the Capitol" referred to in the above 
relates to a pro-segregationist motorcade to Nashyille on behalf of 
various pro-segregation groups. This motorcade is discussed in the 
February 12, 1957 issue of the Nashville Banner and is as follows: 

"SEGREGATIONISTS PROM 3 CITIES MARCH ON CAPITOL 

"Pro-segregationists from three Tennessee cities 'marched 
on' the State Capitol today, urging' legislators to draft strong segrega- 
tion laws that would skirt the controversial U. S. Supreme Court ruling. 

"The "first contingent of the three-city motorcade con- • 
taining 12 cars left Memphis in a pre-dawn move - and arrived here 
at 9 ^*n)« 

"Segregationist John Kasper was not among the early 
arrivals . 

"The Memphis convoy bearing Confederate flags and includ- 
ing a sound truck blaring Dixie made its way to the State Capitol 
under escort by State, County and City police, 

"Immediately upon ^Joining the Knoxville and Chattanooga 
groups, the Meraphians began circulating to members of a Senate and 
House of Representatives a copy of proposed legislation, described as 
an act to require the Commissioner of Education to withhold all State 
school funds for districts which integrate the public schools. 

"Point of the rendezvous was on Highway 70 near Belle

"Jack Kershaw, vice president of the Tennessee Federation 
for Constitutional Government whose organization snubbed Kasper in a 
strongly worded statement Monday, was on hand to welcome the first 
arrivals . 

"'I thought it would be the polite thing to do, '' Kershaw 
declared. 

"STRICTLY STATE 

"' This is a Tennessee raliy for Tennesseans, » Kershaw 
added, 'and neither Kasper nor anyone else from the outside has been 
invited. 

"»As far. as we are concerned, Kasper can go back to New 
Jersey or wherever he's from.* 

"Kershaw and A. B. Wren, Memphis pro-segregation leader, 
termed the 'march on the Capitol' a 'spontaneous thing' which is not 
sponsored by any organization.' 

"COLD. SHOULDER 

"In giving Kasper the cold shoulder after reports were 
circulated that he would ;Join the Capitol march^ Kershaw said his 
organization had never considered Kasper 'with favor or disfavor.' 

"'We were interested only in his Constitutional rights,' 
Kershaw stated, 'We were not interested in him as a person..' ., 

"Kasper is now under $10,000 bond awaiting results of an 
appeal from a one -year Federal prison sentence handed him in connectin 
with the racial violence which followed integration of the high school 
.at Clinton,- Tenn. 

"CLINTON REPRESENTED 

"The Clinton segregation move is still underway, and a 
number of Anderson Countians accompanied the Knoxville motorcade here 
today.

"Kershaw today reiterated a statement he made during a 
speech Sept, 1 in Clinton.

Memphis Confidential Informant T-2, who has furnished ' 
reliable information in the past, and who is familiar with the activities 
of this organization in Memphis, Tennessee and generally throughout the 
state, advised it ■ -is still extremely active. in connection with various 
legal phases of its opposition to integration. Informant particularly 
indicated that it was interested in the Clinton case and was interested 
in the public school integration case in Federal Court in Nashville, 
Tennessee. Informant knew of no proposed mass meetings or public acti- 
vities which were planned during the forthcoming month. 

ASSOCIATION OF CITIZENS COUNCILS OP TENNESSEE 

On March 25, 1957, T-2, supra, advised that this ojSjnisa- 
tion, which has never been active except in Memphis, ana to a limited 
extent in the adjoining counties, is practically defunct. Informant 
noted that a Southeast Memphis group has split and so far as he^.ows 
has discontinued meetings. Informant stated that I .^..iN.SS 



was formerly active in the affairs of the group and an orriciaj. there- 
of, is being sued in local courts because of his failure to pay certain 
bills for which he obligated himself on behalf of the organization. 
Informant stated that the group in the Berclair Community of Memphis 
is continuing to hold meetings on a very small scale and probably wiii 
not be able to continue. He noted that a Germantown, Tennessee (suburb 
of Memphis) .group is continuing to meet but considers itself completely 
independent of the Association. 

Informant noted that this organization has split up so 
much that there is no centralized direction and the several little 
community groups which continue to operate are doing so on an inde- 
pendent basis, and that it is actually a misnomer to speak, of it as 
Association of Citizens Councils . He noted, however, the group has not 
to his knowledge affiliated with any other organization.. 

PRO-SOUTHERNERS 

T-2, supra, further advised that the P-S have closed the 
office which they formerly maintained in Shelby County at 3381 Ilaleigh- 
Millington Road, arid that the records thereof have been moved to the 
home of Mrs. ALVTif SULLINGER, 3641 Gen<-.ry Road. Mrs. SULLINGER is the 
former office manager for the organization. Informant states that 
meetings are continuing at Prayser, Tennessee, and that me group is 
continuing to meet in Southeast Memphis. 

The Southern School News in the April 1957 issue on Page 
12 reports that HARRY WILLIAM PYLE, the founder of the P-S, v/ho quit 
in disgust, died in Memphis February 28, 1957. The article stated 
that in 1953 PYLE, a retired paint contractor and former Klansman,

started the F-S. It quoted his family as having stated at the time 
of his death that he had no contact with the organization after his 
resignation in March of 1955. 

The article further quoted PYLE as having stated that at 
the time he resigned tnany of his organization's chapters had stopped 
meeting. 

T-1 advised that she knew of no activity on the part of 
anv Klan organization but did know that EM4ETT CARR, Nashville Klan 
lelder and former P-S leader, appeared at the State Capitol at tne 
sime time that a motorcade of persons lobbying for stronger racial 
segregation laws came there in February of 1957. 

On April 3, 1957* Memphis Confidential Informant T-3, who 

has furnished reliable information in the P;S;^^?bi?^?»l|i?T clRR^if 
of no Citizens Councils in Nashville. He stated that EMMEiT CARR is 
still interested in the U. S. Klans, Knights of the KuKlux Klan, inc., 
and apparently has no further interest in keeping the P-S ffj^f. He 
stated that so far as he knows the P-S are now out of existence in 
Nashville. 

ASSOCIATION OF CIOJIZENS COUNCILS OF r/OSSISSIPPI 

The above Southern School News on Page 15 contains the 
following reference to this organization: 

"Daughters of the American Revolution commended the ^ 
Association of Citizens Councils in a resolution adopted in its si.ate 
convention at Biloxi, saying: 

"'Our beloved state has had the experience of dwelling in 
harmony and understaiiding since Reconstruction Days with our colored 
friends and has enjoyed a racial tranquility for the past two jears 
when many other states have been torn by strife due -to their efforts to 
mix the races in schools and to promote integration, mainly because of 
many of our state's most representative citizens being organized into 
Citizens Councils...' 

"Addressing the Canton Lions Club March 20, Robert B. 
Patterson, executive secretary of the Mississippi Association of 
Citizens Councils, said before the organization came into being 'the 
South lost every battle for racial integrity by default.'
